This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated and received 
in this Office on March 8, 2016, in which you requested correspondence between the Office of 
Privacy and Civil Liberties and the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) pertaining to 
International Mobile Subscriber Identity (IMSI) catchers, dating from January 1, 2011. This 
response is made on behalf of the Office of the Deputy Attorney General (ODAG). 

Please be advised that we conducted a records search of the electronic database of the 
Departmental Executive Secretariat, which is the official records repository for the ODAG, as 
well as the electronic records of relevant officials in the ODAG (OPCL), and we did not locate 
any correspondence responsive to the topic of your request. Although we located three pages 
of email regarding logistics for setting up a meeting, the emails do not contain any substantive 
information; accordingly, we assume this material is not responsive to your request.

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (2012 & 
Supp. V 2017). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
